Returning to Work. 


Moscow, Jan 28 —The day passed 


off quietly. It is now almost certain 
that the strike movement m Moscow 
and its immediate vicinity will wear 
itself out within a few days. The 
printers have returned to work and a 
couple more factories south of the 
river have reopened. The manufac- 
turers will not be quite reassured un- 
til Sunday has gone by, but they re- 
main confident of thfc ability of the 
authorities to put down disturbances.

Elections In Hungary. 


Vienna, Jan. 28.—All reports from 


Budapest indicate that the defeat of 
the government in the elections is 
greater than was first thought. Pre- 
mier Tisza is expected to come to 
Vienna after the last polling day to 
formally tender the resignation of 
himself and the cabinet to the em- 
peror.

uses that the great yield of 1904 will 
prove a boon to multitudes.

The number of Yale graduates who

Washington, Jan. 28.—Arbitration 


treaties were considered by the sen- 
ate committee on foreign relations, 
and Senator Bacon made the asser- 
tion that action on the various treaties 
can not be had until they are amend- 
ed to protect the interests of southern 
states in the matter of outstanding 
bonds held in foreign countries, which 
bonds have been repudiated by the 
states. 


Commissioner of Labor Carroll D. 


Wright, in his report on the labor 
troubles in Colorado, says there can 
be no 
doubt the 
cause of 
the 


strike was to establish the Western 
Federation of Miners in the smelt- 
ers including the reduction and the 
refining mills, as it already had 
been 
established 
in 
the 
mines. 


He 
continues: 
"Lawlessness has 


accompanied the strike as a labor 
weapon and it has accompanied the 
actions of the alleged lavr and order 
element as a weapon against 
the 


strikers. The faults in the organiza- 
tion of the unions by allowing strikes 
to be determined by a committee in- 
stead of by a referendum, and the 
faults in the organization of the Citi- 
zens' Alliance by allowing irresponsi- 
ble mobs to represent it, have dis- 
turbed the peace of the counties in 
Colorado. It is a fact, however, that 
order is being restored, for there is a 
third party now interested which is 
claiming the adherence of the best 
elements in Colorado, and It is insist- 
ing that deportations, whether by the 
Western Federation of Miners or un- 
der the instructions of the Mine Own- 
ers' association or Citizens' Alliance, 
shall cease." 


The commissioner says the injunc- 


tion granted recently by the United 
States court to prevent interference 
with the return of deported miners 
may bring up the whole question of 
the right to deport, or whether depor- 
tation is a crime under state or fed-, 
eral laws. 


Manufacturers Will Fight Bill. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 28. — When 


the attention of David M. Parry, pres- 
ident of the National Manufacturers' 
association, was called to press, dis- 
patches from Washington to the effect 
that President Roosevelt, Attorney 
General Moody and Commissioner of 
Corporations Garfleld approve the bill 
6f Representative Jenkins, which is 
designed to regulate the use of the 
court injunction, he said: "The bill 
will be opposed by the manufacturers 
of the country almost, I may say, to a 
man. It simply means when an in- 
junction is applied for it can not be 
issued till the opposite party is heard 
ia defense; that license will exist to 
intimidate and destroy while the court 
appealed to" is hearing the cause." 


What Burton Says. 


Washington, Jan. 28. — Representa- 


tive Burton (O.) charged that selfish 
motives were actuating his colleagues, 
Representatives Beidler and Webber, 
in their advocacy of sandstone instead 
of granite in the construction of the 
Cleveland $3,000,000 postoffice. This 
declaration was made before 
the 


house committee on public buildings 
and grounds during the discussion of 
the Burton resolution requiring the 
use of granite for this "building. Re- 
plying to the statement that the late 
Senator Hanna had advocated sand- 
stone, Mr. Burton requested the com- 
mittee to summon Elmer Dover, the 
senator's secretary, and ascertain the 
views the senator held. 


Time of Swayne Trial Fixed. 


Washington, Jan. 28.—Through his 


counsel, consisting of former United 
States Senators Anthony Higgins and 
John M. Thurston, Judge Swayne ap- 
peared in the senate to make answer 
to the summons in connection with 
the impeachment proceedings against 
him as judge of the United States 
court of the northern district of Flor- 
ida. They obtained a week's time to 
make complete response, and the time 
for the beginning of the real trial was 
fixed at Feb. 10. 


Agricultural Bill Passed. 


Washington, Jan. 28 — The house 


passed the agricultural appropriation 
bill without material amendment. The 
usual discussion of the provision for 
free seed distribution was indulged in. 
Mr. Lilly of Connecticut character- 
izing it as pet<§ larceny. The relative 
value of the cotton statistics as sup- 
plied by the census bureau and agri- 
cultural 
department also furnished 


the theme for a lively debate. The 
army appropriation bill was sent back 
to committee after Mr, Williams of 
Mi ;sissippi had objected to unanimous 
consent to concur in the senate 
amendments.

SUIT AGAINST PENNSY. 


Grain Rates Reduced on M., K, & T. 


to Gulf Ports—Budget of Local 


Railway Paragraphs. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 28.—Suits for 


damages aggregating almost 82,000,- 
000 were brought against the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad-company in the United 
States circuit court by the Pennsylva- 
nia Coal and Coke company and the 
Webster Coal and Coke company, lo- 
cated in Blair, Cambria and Indiana 
counties of Pennsylvania. The former 
seeks .to recover $420,174.24 and the 
latter |1,483,838. The suits are based 
on alleged discrimination and favor- 
itism shown to competing companies 
by the defendant and the refusal and 
neglect to furnish sufficient cars to 
transport the output of coal and coke 
of the plaintiffs, and the failure to al- 
low the plaintiffs certain rebates that 
were made to ethers. 


Grain Rates Reduced. 


Chicago, Jan. 28.—Following ths ac- 


tion of the Missouri. Kansas and Tex- 
as, reducing the rates on grain from 
Omaha and Kansas City to gulf ports, 
and the action of the Rock Island re- 
ducing the rate from Omaha and Kan- 
sas City to eastern points, the trunk 
lines east of Chicago reduced the rate 
on grain from Is to 13% cents. The 
charges on export and domestic grain 
were cut from 20 to 17% cents. The 
differential rqtes are to Philadelphia 
13 and Baltimore 12 cents. The Illi- 
nois Central followed almost immedi- 
ately with a 12-cent rate from all 
points on its line in Illinois outside of 
Chicago to gulf ports..
